PARCEL POST DOUBLE IN s MONTHS 


* 


Chicago postoffice officials are confronted 
with the problem of handling a steadily in- 
creasing volume of mail with totally inade- 
quate equipment and space. 

Six years ago the annual receipts of the 
Chicago postoffice were $14,000,000. Post- 
master Daniel A. Campbell estimates the re- 
ceipts this year will be more than $26,000,000. 
But the space for handling this enormous 
increase is the same as it was six years ago. 

The parcel post system went into effect in 
January. In this branch of the business the 
Chicago office has outdistanced all other 
postoffices in the country with respect to the 
number of outgoing parcels. Parcel post 
has increased from 38,000,000 packages in 
January to more than 6,000,000 packages a 
month at the present time. 

The volume of parcel post is mounting 
higher every month. It may be 7,000,000 in 
October, from 8,000,000 to 9,000,000 in Novem- 
ber, with Thanksgiving day as the climax 
of the rush for that month. For Christmas 
the business may be increased tenfold, ac- 
cording to Mr. Campbell. 


May Have to Use Streets, 

If the office should receive much more mail 
than it does now, it is said, Dearborn street 
and Jackson boulevard will have to be con- 
verted into storage space for mail sacks. 

So acute has the situation become that 
Postmaster Campbell yesterday began pre- 
paring estimates for additional space. The 
main postoffice is jammed te its capacity, 
and a similar condition prevails in 90 per 
cent of the stations in the outlying districts. 

More space, according to Mr. Campbell, is 
absolutely imperative if the Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and New Year’s business is to be 
handled with anything like dispatch. With 
only the present facilities the office simply 
would be swamped during the Christmas 
rush, he said. 

Several reports have been made to the 
postoffice department at Washington, and it 
is understood the subject is under considera- 
tion. No action has been taken, however. 


‘Conditions a Menace to Health. 

Light, ventilation, and sanitary provisions 
all have been sacrificed in the main. post- 
office to provide necessary floor space for 
the proper handling of mail. So changed are 
the floors occupied by the postoffice that the 
architect, if he saw them, wouldn't recog- 
nize his own work. 

Two of the three main light and air shafts 
between the second and third floors have 
been floored over to make space. Prepara- 
tions are under way to close up the third 
one. This will give the mailing division an 
additional floor space of 42x47 feet. That is 
the last hole which can be sealed up. 

Thousands of dollars have been spent by 
the government in similar makeshifts and 
patchwork all over the building. Postmaster 
Campbell said it would require an expendi- 
ture of at least $10,000 to make required 
enanges at the present time, and then, he 
said, the result would only be a make 
shift.”” . 

Breeding Place for Disease Germs, 

The constant necessity for making 
pace has resulted in making the main 
office probably the worst ventilated, most ill 
lighted, and most insanitary postoffice in 
the country, it is said. It is asserted the 
office is a breeding place for disease germs. 
This condition of affairs not only is a danger 
to the postoffice clerks, it is asserted, but a 
menace to the entire city and nation. In 
addition to germs the building has an odor 
all its own. Delivery horses are allowed to 
stand in the basement runway. 

As a temporary means of increasing the 
facilities Postmaster Campbell favors the 
renting of stores in various parts of Chicago, 
and he will so recommend to Washington. 
The stores, he sald, would be used as central 
distributing stations for the district in which 
they would be located. 

Inquiries are being made of the various 
express companies to learn if there is any- 
thing in their systems that can be adopted 
by the postal officials for the better handling 


of mall. 


Part Moved to West Side. 

A part of the main office recently was 
moved to the west side. Three floors at 712 
West Monroe street were rented, because it 
was found impossible to take care of any- 
thing in the main building except the actual 
handling of mail. . 

In the Monroe street building is the mall 
bag equipment, repair shop, printing office, 
supply depot, and an ®&ffice for wholesale 
stamp sales. Seventy-five clerks and labor- 
ers are at work in that building under the 
direction of a superintendent. 

The Chicago postoffice employs 3,900 clerks 
and more than 2,000 carriers, Of the clerks 
more than 200 were added to the force on 
July 1. With the coming of the holiday rush 
more clerks will be needed. Additional wag- 
ons also will be needed in the event Mr. 
Campbell's recommendation to rent stores is 
authorized by the postoffice department. 

The worst crowded substations, accor¢ fig 
to Mr. Campbell, are the Edgewater, Lin- 
coln Park, Ravenswood, Logan Square, 
Wicker Park, Carpenter, Stockyards, Pilsen, 
Armour, Jackson Park, South Chicago, Sta- 
tions C.“ D,“ and M.“ and Englewood 
and Auburn Park. There are fifty-one out-

Girl Seeks Death by Gas, 
The girl was found yesterday afternoon at 
her room at 519 Lincoln parkway. The 
place was full of gas because she had left 
the jets open. She was taken to the county 
hospital, where she was revived, made an 
ante-mortem statement, and died. Her career 
having thus expeditiously terminated, a 
clerk in the coroner's office proceeded to 
write her obituary. It read as follows: 


Selma Peterson, 19 years old. Suicide 
at519 Lincoln parkway by gas asphyxta- 
tion. No relatives. Cause unknown. 

The last entry, suggesting mystery 
prompted investigation. A visit to Selma's 
little room was rewarded by the discovery of 
three items calculated to illuminate the 
clerk's colorless account of her career, 


Inscription in Bible. 
One of these was a Bible, on the fly leaf of 
which was written: 


To Selma, from her mother. 

A second item was a note in which Selma 
herself had attempted to shed some light 
upon her life story. It said: 

“Wages too low. Life in not worth 

Léa ing. 

The third was a little note book. In it the 
girl had recorded the three menus set forth 
above. There were other items in thé book 
which indicated Selma was a desperate stu- 
dents of economics. From them it appeared 
she was employed by the sme pgm, ain 

othiers, at 428 Franklin street, at a wage 
2 $8 a week. This income Selma had dis- 
tributed as follows:

PURDUE “FRESH” DIES IN FIGHT 
IN WHICH 1,270 MEN BATTLE. 


Annual “Tank Scrap’ at Lafayette, 
Ind., Fata] to Francis Obenchain of 
South Whitley.

Lafayette, Ind., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—Fran- 
cis Obenchain of South Whitley, Ind., a 
sophomore at Purdue university, was killed 
in the annual tank scrap between fresh- 
men and sophomores tonight. Twenty-five 
other students were injured, some of them 
seriously. He was choked to death by a 
leather collar worn for protection. 

Obenchain was in the front ranks of the 
sophomore army as it marched down the 
hillside adjoining the big water tank to meet 
the freshmen army at the foot of the hill. 
Obenchain was knocked down and kicked on 
the head. He was taken to the Phi Kappa 
Sigma fraternity house, where he died an 
hour later. | ä 

The freshmen class won the fight after 
eighteen minutes scrapping, the first year 
men having 725 men in line and the sopho- 
mores only 535. 

This is the first time a student has been 
killed in a “tank scrap.’ The fights have 
taken place every year for the last twenty 
years. 

This year’s scrap was opposed by the par- 
ents of many students, but was permitted 
by the faculty because of the fact that the 
upper classmen agreed to supervise it and 
eliminate all unnecessary roughness. The 
fight was the flercest in years.

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MYSTERIOUS MEN 
BEAT FURTHMANN 


Investigator Accused by Hoyne 
Victim of Savage Attack 
in Street. 


TRAILED DURING EVENING 


Charles Furthmann, formerly an investi- 
gator connected with the state's attorney's 
office and arrested a few days ago on the 
charge of selling evidence in the arson pros- 
ecutions, was assaulted and savagely beaten 
last night a block from his residence. 

“T saw a couple of men trailing me early 
in the evening.“ said Furthmann. “I sua- 
pected something was up and started for 
home. I got there without difficulty, and 
should have stayed there. I needed medi- 
cine, however, to stop a bad headache, and 
after ten or fifteen minutes set out for a 
drug store around the corner. 

“I left the house, 1612 Chase avenue, and 
turned into North Paulina street. Half way 
down the block, as I passed an alley, a couple 
of men Jumped on me from behind. 


Shot Bouts Assailants. 

One held me and the other, whom I saw 
dimly as a tall man with a dark skin, struck 
at me twice. I felt myself being dragged 
into the alley. I wrenched one arm loose, 
snatched quickly at my revolver, and fired 
without taking the weapon from my pocket. 
The men ran. I was too weak and blinded 
with blood to see where they went.“ 

Furthmann’s sister, Miss Myra Furth- 
mann, standing on the front steps of the 
house, heard the shot and ran into the street. 
Across the alley she saw two men running, 
and screamed. The men wheeled and headed 
toward her. She dashed into the house, 
giammed the door, and grabbed the tele- 
phone. With a police call in she went back 
out of doors, and with a neighbor hurried 
down the street toward the drug store. 


Sister Tells Her Experience, 

“As we reached the alley.“ she said, 
“Charlie staggered out. His hat was bat- 
tered, his clothes torn, and he was bleeding. 
We carried him into the house and sum- 
moned a physician.” 

“T don’t know the sluggers,”’ said Furth- 
mann through his bandages. “ But it was the 
gang that sent them. They tried to ruin 
me with that charge and they didn’t succeed. 
Yesterday I told how the assistant prose- 
cutor in Hoyne’s office got immunity for his 
arson clients by framing this charge against 
me. They played upon Hoyne’s credulity 
and he granted them all immunity. When 
he did so he knew they could give no testi- 
mony that would convict me of a crime. I 
think I was slugged to shut off a scandal.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 19—[Special.]— 
Authoritative information received in Wash- 
ington from Mexico City forecasts the candi- 
dacy of Gen. Felix Dtas for the presidency of 
the republic, his election next month, and his 
appointment as the chief member of his 
cabinet of Gen. Victoriano Huerta, the pres~- 
ent provisional president. 

This information likewise indicates that 
the Catholic party, the great political party 
of the republic, which has been hitherto di- 
vided, will be a unit in support of Diaz. 

In addition, it has been learned that in the 
view of American representatives in Mexico 
City and Vera Cruz the anti-American sen- 
timent is decreasing. Both Commiasioncr 
Lind and Charge O’Shaughnessy report 
courteous and friendly treatment by Mexi- 
can Officials, in spite of the strained rela- 
| tlons between the Huerta and Washington 
| governments, 

The recall of Diaz from Paris undoubtediy 
was directed by Gen. Huerta. The latter has 
not yet officially announced that he will not 
be a candidate for ret#lection, but the inti- 
mations he has given, together with the re- 
call of Diaz, establish in the minds of those 
following the course of affairs in Mexico 
City that he has decided to retire. 


Huerta Would Still Rule. 

But of greater significance is the informa- 
tion that in the Diaz administration Huerta 
is to fill the post of minister of “ goberna- 
ion. This is the most important office un- 
der the president and gives the Incumbent 
command of the situation. 

The constitutionalists will not participate 
in the coming elections. They assert Diaz 
is equally guilty with Huerta in connection 
with the murder of President Madero, and 
they will never accept him as their president. 
If he should be elected, they say they will 
continue the revolution. 

The administration shares the view of the 
constitutionalists that Diaz is equally 
sponsible with Huerta for the overthrow and 
death of Madero. Moreover, it would be 
galling to have to accept Diaz, if his chief 
aid and adviser should be Huerta. 

Yet, through SpecialgComnussioner Lind, 
President Wilson has pledged himself to rec- 
ognize the government chosen as the result 
of a fair and free election in accordance 
with the constitution. He may hold, how- 
ever, that the elections by which Diaz at- 
tains office are not fair and free and thus 
delay recognition for a time. 


Sherman Assails Wilson Policy. 

Senator Sherman of Illinois, who has re- 
ceived numerous complaints from Americans 
living in Mexico, today sharply criticised the 
administration in connection with its Mexi- 
can policy. | 

“The administration,“ he said, “ ie drift- 
ing and talking on the Mexican situation. 
Mexico ig miles away from peace. No Amer- 
ican home there is safe, no man with a dol- 
lar's worth of accessible property or money 
that can be reached can escape the roving 
bandits. This has been going on not for 
months but for years. During that time at 
least 1,000 Americans have been killed. Nearly 
$20,000,000 worth of American property has 
been destroyed, confiscated, or stolen. The 
only advice so far given to a neutral Ameri- 
can is to flee. There is not a respectable ; ower 
in Europe in our position which would not 
have acted by this time. 

„ Suppose Great Britain or Germany were 
in our place. Would the executive heads of 
either of those countries tell their subjects 
in Mexicotorun for their lives, leaving every- 
thing behind them? . You can imagine an 
Englieh ora German government sending out 
such a message to its countrymen. 

“Mexico ig a republie in name only. It 
needs a healthy protectorate a great deal 
worse than it needs a government loan.”

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WAY AVERT BRITISH STRIKE 


Railways’ Offer to Reinstate Men 
Lends Hope of Settlement. 


TRUCE CALLED IN LONDON. 


Omnibus Men Will Work Pending a 
Conference Next Monday. 


{BY CABLE ro THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Sept. 19.—The strike outlook 
in Great Britain and Ireland is somewhat 
better tonight, although the trouble has not 
been settled. The officials of the railroads 
concerned in the strike have issued a joirt 
notice in which they offer to reinstate the 
men now on strike and those who have been 
suspended “‘ who are wilting to handle the 
traffic which the railways are bound by law 
to accept for conveyance.”’ 

This has been accepted by the Liverpool 
men on condition that the strlkers at Birming- 
ham, Dublin, and other centers agree to do 
likewise. The attitude of the men at Liver- 
pool was altogether more amenable to reason 
today, but the strikers at Birmingham are 
still divided, and a majority are irreconcilable 
to any sort of compromise. 


Radicals Want National Strike. 

The extremists, however, still insist on a 
national strike and have sent a delegation 
to London to make another demand that 
the executive committee of their union order 
a general walkout. These extremists in- 
fluenced a number of nonstrikers to join them 
today. 

Meanwhile 300 freight handlers at Crewe 
have struck because three of their com- 
rades were suspended for refusing to handle 
freight from Dublin. This was followed by 
the holding of a meeting at which demands 
were made for a national strike. 

Several hundred freight handlers aleo 
struck at Sheffield, Leeds, and Derby. The 
deadlock on the Manchester canal continues, 
but the trouble there is in no way connected 
with the Dublin strike. 


Arrange Truce Pending Conference. 

London will have its omnibus service com- 
plete except for the motors of Tillings, 
Limited, over Sunday. The rival parties ac- 
cepted an invitation of the industrial coun- 
eil of the board of trade to confer with Sir 
George Askwith, the great strike settler,” 
on Monday, when it is hoped a final agree- 
ment will be reached between the owners and 
the busmen’s union. It is announced, how- 
ever, that if the conference does not secure 
recognition of the union by the employers a 
strike will be called. a 

Meantime the two companies in the traffic 
combine. each of which controls about 100 
omnibuses, have voluntarily conceded the 
recognition of the union and the wearing of 
the union badge by the men.

The congress 
adopted a resolution impliedly approving the 
stand taken by the Socialist members of the 
reichstag favoring the imposition of taxes 
for the purchase of armaments. The vote on 
the resolution was 336 to 140.

Tuesday, when the congress voted against 
calling a general strike as a means for 
furthering the Socialists’ political propa- 
ganda.

They néxt attacked the validity of the im- 
peachment with a motion to dismiss the pro- 
ceedings, but failure to complete their ar- 
gument when adjournment was taken until 
Monday precluded a decision in the matter. 

Meanwhile Gov. Sulzer formally conceded 
that he had no right to exercise the func- 
tions of chief executive pending the determi- 
nation of the impeachment. 

This he did in a letter to Lieut. Gov. Glynn, 
turning over to the latter a request for the 
extradition of a prisoner, and explaining 
that he had taken such action because of a 
recent decision of the Supreme court that 
the executive functions should be per- 
formed by yourself as acting governor.” 


Assembly Quits Until Thursday. 

After striving futilely from noon until 7:20 

o'clock tonight to obtain enough anti-Sulzer 
votes to insure the passage of additional !m- 
peachment charges, Majority Leader Levy 
moved that the assembly recess until next 
Thursday. The motion was adopted amid 
shouts of joy, and members who had been 
imprisoned in the chamber for hours dashed 
for trains and their homes. 

In making the motion fora recess Mr. Levy 
explained that the senate had adjourned 
until the same day, and that even it the board 
of managers put additional charges through 
the assembly tonight the senate could not be 
notified immediately. He made an urgent 
plea for a fullattendance next Thursday. 

It is generally understood that the charges 
were completed today. The three chief alle- 
gations are, it is said, that the governor

Father Brings Suit for Divorce 
Which, if Granted, Will II- 
legitimatize Daughter. 


JUDGE SPEAKS HIS MIND. 


Announces Lack of Respect for 
Husband and Puts Child Un- 
der Guardianship. 


Out on the south. side a black hatred, 
bright eyed Kittle girl sings happily to her- 
self and plays with her dolls. She isn’t old 
enough to think about the future. 

Whereof there is a story. Five years ago 
Mrs. Grace Elpin Gismore and her husband 
had marital differences, and the former ob- 
tained a divorce. At about the same time 
Irving Merinbaum, a foreman for a local 
tailoring firm, became estranged from his 
wife, and a divorce followed. 

Merinbaum met Mrs. Gismore. The two 
were married in March, 1909, less than a 
year from the time that both divorces were 
obtained. The Illinois statutes provide that 
no divorced person may marry in this state 
within a year from the time of the entering 
of the decree. 

For a time all went well in the Merinbaum 
household. Out of the union there. came a 
little girl. She is now 8 years old. But after 
her advent Discord took a seat at the Merin- 
baum hearthside. 


Asks Marriage Be Annulled. 

Came before Judge Sullivan of the Supe- 
rior oourt yesterday Irving Merinbaum. 
Through his attorneys he asked that his 
marriage to Mrs. Merinbaum be annulled 
on the ground that he married her within 
eleven months after securing a divorce from 
his former wife and that his present wife 
was divorced only three months before mar- 
rying him. In this manner 4id Merinbaum 
place at stake the legitimacy of his little 
daughter while admitting his own guilt in 
contracting the marriage from which she 
was born. 

“TI have not much respect for a man who 
will come into court and seek to have his 
child declared iliegitimate,” said Judge Sul- 
livan. That is exactly what this man 
wants to have done when he seeks to have 
this marriage annulled.” 

The court then instructed Master in Chan- 
oery D. I. Jarrett to act as guardian ad litem 
over the little girl until her case is called 
again next Friday.

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CLASH AT TRIAL OF KLAPTER 


Lawyers Battle Before Board of 
Architects’ Examiners. 


DAVIDSON IS MADE TARGET. 


Hearing Results from Crash of Home 
Theater Roof. 


Clashes between opposing lawyers yester- 
day marked the opening session of the hear- 
ing of the charges against David Saul Klaf- 
ter before the state board of examiners of 
architects in the Chamber of Commerce 
building. 

Klafter waa the architect of the Home thea- 
ter building at 1030 Milwaukee avenue, the 
roof of which collapsed shortly before the 
bullding was completed. The Chicago Archi- 
tects’ Business association brought charges 
of “ recklesaness and incompetency in the 
violation of certain laws against Klafter, 

The defendant was represented by Attor- 
ney Jacob Le Bosky and State Senator Johan 
Waage. Attorney Henry FP. Baldwin, as 
counsel for the association, was assisted by 
Assistant Attorney General J. JJ. Falvey. 


Oalls Charges “Meaningless,” 

Immediately upon the opening of the hear- 
ting Attorney Le Bosky demanded that more 
epeciic charges be made against his allent. 
contending that the charges were “ meaning- 
less and ambiguous.” 

The clashes of the lawyers delayed the ex- 
amination of witnesses until late in the aft- 
ernoon. When Frank u Davidson, chair- 
man of the public action committee of the 
architects’ association, and Edwin F. Kelly, 
chief building inspector, were finally placed 
on the stand their testimony was frequently 
interrupted by Baldwin and Le Bosky. 

Just after Davidson left the stand Le Bosky 

‘ asked the court to exclude the witnesses from 
the room. He argued that a ruling had been 
made against the attendance of witnesses 
who had not been cross-examined. Baldwin 
objected. 


Le Bosky Attacks Davidson. 

Le Bosky then began a long argument, in 
which he said: 

Davidson will be shown to be the ao- 
cused and not Mr. Klafter. Before this ses- 
sion is over it will be shown that it is Da- 
vidson who is guilty, and that acting as in- 
spector, examiner, and witness he should be 
excluded from the room.“ 

Things have come to a pretty pass,” said 
Mr. Baldwin, when a man who has come 
here on the advice of the building commis- 
sion, after he had locked into the construc- 
tion of a building, must be pilloried before 
this board for so doing.”

A “FEW WORDS.” 

The one element lacking tet make the de-

freeman is equipped, the few words of the 
- fifty page manuscript of extemporaneous 
thought tucked away in the inside coat 
pocket of the wholly unprepared orator, the 
few words of the prominent citizen who un- 
consciously clears his throat every time he 
sees more than five persons gathered in 
lawful assemblage; with the few words 
which are the bulwarks of our /iberties, the 
dementia would have been unmistakably our 
Own. 

Up to the point at which the perceptive 
person of Concord entered with his sugges- 
tion Canada could reflect that nothing had 
been left undone ip the dominion which 
Americans would do at home, but this last 


touch is all our own, our inheritance from 
the days of the Hon. Elijah Pogram. 


THE SILVER GHOST. 
The currency bill amendment reaffirming 
the gold standard, adopted just before the 
national house passed the bill, is a hasty 
exorcism but not expurgation. 3 

If a Republican majority controlled con- 
gress, if the bill were framed by Republi- 
can leadership, or even if the present Demo 
cratic condition existed, Mr. Bryan were 
at a distance and holding his nose at the 
iniquities of the adminjstration, the provi- 
sion for the redemption of circulating notes 
“in gold or lawful money would have 
caused few shivers and have raised few 
alarms. At least the silver ghost would 
not have walked. . 

When Mr. Aldrich made the identical 
provision in his currency bill it raised no 
suggestion of the impairment of the gold 
standard and the bill was anethems to Mr. 
Bryan. 

The circumstance now is that Mr. Bryan 
sits importantly in the councils of the admin- 
istration, that the provision of the bill was 
first for redemption in gold and that later 
in secret it was changed to gold or lawful 
monéy, and that acest Bryan approves the 
measure. 

Suspicion dwells on the intent, and the 
reaffirmation of the gold standard is plainly . 
intended as an exorcism. If financial shiv- 
ers be not allayed by it the failure is probably 
due to the fact that a generalization having 
the appearance of an obiter dictum is not 
accepted as expurgating a definite statutory 


provision. 
‘PLAY CENSORSHIP. 


If expert reports of the two plays which 
have aroused the protests of authorities 


in New York are discerning, there is rea- 


son enough for objection. 

‘The plays contain scenes laid in the 
“red light” district and introduce a 
“white slave.” situation. It is charged 
that they are unscrupulous attempts to 
take advantage of recent discussion of 
commercialized vice and investigations of 
prostitution to produce sensational scenes 
under pretense of good intentions. In one 
of the plays, it is said by expert play re- 
viewers, the “white slave” incident is 
lugged into a play where it is crudely out 
of place, and with the barefaced intention 
‘of saving it from popular neglect. 

It this is true of the plays they cer- 
tainly deserve drastic discipline. Yet they 
may conceivably perform a public service by 
drawing and emphasizing the distinction 
which ought always to be drawn between a 
play or any other work of art dealing sin- 
cemely with evil and one which exploits evil 
for purposes of profit. 

The incurable defect of officia] censor. 
ship is that it registers automatic and 
arbitrary distinctions. In à case like that 
raised in New York, if it should decide 
against the plays its conclusion would 
be likely to be something like this: These 
plays are vicious in manner, spirit, and 
‘situation; they contain scenes of the un- 
derworld; therefore all scenes of the un- 
derworld are vicious and should be pro- 
hibited. 

Thus the aseptic irony of Shaw, the re- 
vealing, humanizing power of Gorky or 
Tolstoi go for nothing with official cen- 
sorship or with those whose minds are 
mechanical, conventional, and unimagi- 
native. Men and women who accept di- 
rect appeals to sensmality presented to 
them as extravaganzas, reviews, etc., are 
shocked by plays like “Mrs. Warren's 
Profession,” which have no hint of sensual 
appeal and whose whole import and influ- 
ence is of moral and social warning. 

ideally considered, censorship is a vd 
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, sirable social protection. It would be if it 
i worked. But censorship does not work. 


Its history shows that in attempting. to 
prevent plays that are immoral! in tenden- 
cy it prevents plays that are highly moral 
in tendency, and in the meantime permits 
really immoral shows if they happen to 
follow conventional forms. Only when 
they most flagrantly offend does censor- 
ship awake. But in the meantime the or- 
dinary run of sensual plays are corrupting 
many more minds than the occasional fla- 
grant offenders. 


The progress of civilization depends 


upon the protection of liberty of thought 


and conselence more than it depends upon 
anything else. Itis right, therefore, that the 
theater, which may be one of the most im-: 
portant and efficient agencies of thought 
and moral judgment, should be jealously 
guarded in its freedom, and that only un 
mistakable abuses of that freedom should 
be prohibited. 


MR. BRYAN AND AFFAIRS OF STATE, 
Nothing so subtle as a fear of the 
Greeks bearing gifts is involved in Mr, 
Bryan’s resentment at the New York 
World's offer to start a subscription to 
keep him off the chautauqua circuit. The 
World's friendship for Mr. Bryan is of 
the sert felt by Grandma Wolf for little 
Red Riding Hood, Indeed, resentment 
and even concern are entirely natural 
residents of Mr. Bryan’s bosom just now, 
He is too astute a politician not to realize 
that public men have been broken on 
petty issues, have been snuffed out by 
ridicule, and. the reverberations of the 
ehautauqua issue are not subsiding. 

The issue is not, after all, merely «@ 
subject for malicious heckling, It has @ 
rather serious sentimental aspect and 6 
rather serious practical aspect. 

The sentimental objection, and the 
adjective is not used in the belittling 
sense, is based on the fact that Mr 
Bryan is confessedly unready to make the 
personal pecuniary sacrifice which other 
men have made in exchange for the very 
exalted honor conferred upon him. Mr. 
Bryan is not a poor man, and the very 
source from which he has drawn his com- 
fortable fortune, as the great majority of 
Americans would consider his estate, 
makes his thrift seem ungracious. 

Most men would make a heavy finan- 
cial sacrifite for the privilege of serving 
their country in so exalted and, at this 
time, responsible a post as the secretary 
of state. Mr. Bryan's anxious preoccu- 
pation with his savings account falls 
coldly upon a public disposed to credit 
him with the warmer and larger human 
virtues. 

But waiving this objection of senti- 
ment, there are prac reasons for 
challenging, not merely the taste of Mr. 
Bryan's lecturing, but his moral right to 
give less than all his time and energy to 
the work of the department of state. 

Mr. Bryan was educated at an Mill- 
nois college. He studied law two years. 
He practiced a few years. 
domestic politics and rose rapidly through 
gifts of political acumen— broad and 
kindly human sympathies, and popular 
eloquence. But Mr. Bryan’s cqreer has 
not especially fitted him to deal with our 
international problems nor has anything 
in his public utterances encouraged the 
belief that he is thoroughly informed in 
this field. 

On the other hand, Mr. Bryan is given 
to ready and sweeping generalities. His 
tendency is to a utopian optimism. His 
sense of the complexity of international 
relations, of the part played by differ- 
ences of history, culture, and race char 
acter in national policies, apparently is 
slight. He is a parochial prophet in 3 
world job. 

Now this is emphasized by his attitude 
toward his responsibility as secretary of 
state at a time when our international 
relations are in a critical phase. If Mr. 
| Bryan took himself more modestly and 
his official work more respectfully, he 
would plunge inte the study of its 
problems with so much energy and ex- 
clusiveness as to leave him neither time 
nor strength for lecturing. We are cer- 
tain Mr. Bryan needs the most earnest 
application to fit himself to be secretary 
of state to the president of this republic. 
The office held by some of the greatest 
Americans ig not so small in our day 
that Mr. Bryan spills over. 

If Mr. Bryan is relying upon Inspira- 
tion, he should prepare to receive it. If 
he does not he is very likely to misin-

A SANITARY SURVEY. 

HIS is the day of surveys. The busi 
ness man insists on his trial balance 
and hie periodical stocktaking. The 
purchaser of land will not pay over 
his money without a survey of the 

land by a surveyor and a survey of the title 
by another surveyor under another name. 
A city of New York will not build a water 
tunnel without a survey of the rocks below 
the surface. So it goes all down the line, 
The day of the gambler is passing.

The Rockefeller sanitary: commission is 
making a sanlta ty survey of twelve southern 
states. The basis for this survey was start- 
ed by Wickliffe Rose in a paper read before 
the American Public Health association. 
This commission is fighting hookworm. Its 
survey is made to find out what are the 
hookworm conditions. 

In the spring of 1912 the state directors 
of hookworm work met in conference to 
agree upon a uniform plan for conducting 
the survey In all the states. The campaign 
is divided into threé parts: 

1. An infection survey made by counties 
to determine the geographical distribution 
of the infection and the relative degree of 
infection in each area. 

2. Getting the people who are infected 
cured. 

3. Removing the cause of infection by put- 
ting a stop to soll pollution. 


— 

This article is on the third of these. Rose 
says that hookworm is due to soil pollution. 
That if the soil were not befouled by man 
there would be no hookworm; that the best 
way to fight hookworm in a community is 
to fight soil infection. Stiles, who knows 
more about hookworm than any one else, is 
of the same opinion. 

This sanitary survey is one setting forth 
the privy conditions. In the survey, privies 
of the barrel septic tank variety, devised by 
Stiles and Lumsden, were called A and 
eredited 100. The fiyproof, watertight, 
bucket privy, for which plans are furnished 
by the United States government, were 
called B and credited 75. The watertight, 
but not flyproof, privy was called C and 
rated at 50. The closed back surface privy 
is called D and rated at 25. The open back 
surface privy is called E and rated at 10. No 
privy on the premises is called F and rated 


at 0. 


— 

In 1911 the survey s completed in 125 
counties in nine states. i orty-three thou- 
sand four hundred and eighty-eight rural 
homes were inspected. Twenty-one thou- 
sand three hundred and eight had no privies. 
Sometimes a county would be found to av- 
erage as low as 8 out of a possible 100. 

Is it any wonder that a large part of the 
child population is growing up runted men- 
tally and physically? Did any one suspect 
that such percentages prevailed? With the 
accurate information in hand, will it not be 
easier to find the remedy?

WHOOPING COUGH DANGER. 

J. R. K. writes: Is there no way of pre- 
venting heartless people from traveling with 
children—of their own-—who are suffering 
from whooping cough? When I boarded a 
Pere Marquette railroad train at Holland, 
Mich., last month a minister of the gospel, 
wife, and two small boys also got on the train 
and occupied four seats ina parlor car. The 
younger of the two boys, 4 or 5 years 
old, had as severe a case of whooping cough 
as I have ever seen or heard. The older child 
had had it, was still coughing, but not whoop- 
ing. There were no less than six other chil- 
dren passengers in that car. One young 
woman, about 20, had never had the disease, 
and when the mother suggested that they 
find seats in another car, the mother of the 
whooping child laughed aloud as though it 
was a huge joke. 

“ The colored porter told me that he had 
never had it and that he had two babies at 
home who would be exposed, should he con- 
tract the cough. It seems to me that such 
criminal selfishness and thoughtlessness are 
absolutely inexcusable in any one, Dut es- 
pecially so in one calling himself an apostle 
of all that is highest in life.“ 

REPLY. 

The laws prohibit people with contagion from 
traveling. The case is covered by the municipal 
ordinances of most of the towns through which 
the road runs; also by the state laws of the 
three states traversed and by the national laws. 
Furthermore, the conductor of à train has a cer- 
tain amount of police power over persons on his 
train. 

I suggest that you report the facts, including the 
mame of the parents, to the health department of 
Chicago, 

Should you have a similar experience appeal to 
the conductor at once. Whooping cough ceases to 
be contagious before the whoop ceases. You may 
be sale.

ING ALFONSO has just commuted to 
imprisonment the sentence of death 
passed, some time ago, upon the an- 
archist, Sancho Allegre, who, several 
months ago, attempted to assassinate 

him in Madrid, while on his way back to the 

palace from inspecting troops that had just 
returned from the seat of war in Morocco. 

It may be remembered that Alfonso es- 
caped the regicide’s shot by riding his horse 
directly at his assailant, in one word, by 
riding him down, instead of endeavoring to 
dodge him, or to take to flight. 

The anarchist’s two shots went wild, ona 
grazing the horse and the other the king's 
shako, and, before the would-be murderer 
could recover his footing from beneath the 
horse’s feet, he was seized by the officers of 
the king's escort and by the police. 

After that the king rode back to the palace, 
escorted by an enthusiastic crowd, cheering 
and applauding him. 

Attacks of this kind upon the chief of the 
state are punishable in Spain, as in other 
monarchical countries and even in republics, 
such as the United States and France, by 
death, and it is but rarely that the sentence 
is commuted. 

„ 

Don Alfonso, although so young (he is but 
27 years of age), has been subjected to nu- 
merous attempts upon his life, the two most 
serious having been the one in Paris, when 
he was driving back to the Quai d'Orsay with 
President Loubet from the opera, and the 
other on his wedding day, when the carriage 
in which he was returning to the palace with 
the queen after the ceremony was shattered 
by a bomb. Numerous people were killed 
and wounded, and his consort and himself 
escaped from all harm by a miracle. The 


hem of her bridal robe was drenched with 
the blood of the dead and dying. 

Alfonso has every reason, therefore, to 
feel imbittered against the anarchists, and 
his reprieving Sancho Allegre must be re- 
garded as an act of generosity thoroughly 
in keeping with his character, and relative- 
ly rare. 

He was anxious to extend similar clem- 
ency to the anarchist leader, Ferrer, who, 
after being concerned in the bomb outrage 
on the occasion of the royal marriage, and 
afterwards released at the instance of the 
young monarch, was, some years later, ar- 
rested as chief of the anarchist rising at 
Barcelona, which resulted in the destruction 
of an immense amount of life and property, 
the profanation of tombs, and the plunder- 
ing of churches and convents. Ferrer was 
tried and sentenced to death. 

The king was determined to commute the 
penalty. But his ministers would not hear 
of it. They declared that in this particular 
instance it was not his own life that had been 
attempted, but that the lives of numerous 
of his loyal subjects had been lost in Bar- 
celona, and that he had no right to inter- 
fere with the course of justice. 

They not only declined to give their ap- 
proval to the pardon, which was conatitu- 
tionally nécessary in order to render it valid, 
but they even placed their resignation in 
his hands and declared that they would de- 
cline to remain in office if he persisted in 
sparing Ferrer. 

A cabinet crisis at that juncture woute 
have been disastrous, not alone to the 
dynasty, but also to the nation, and so King 
Alfonso was forced, much to his distress, to 
yield to his ministers and to allow Ferrer to 
be put to Ceath. 

— 

Whatever may be the ultimate decision 
with regard to the revived scheme for the 
construction of a tunnel under the English 
channel from Calais to Dover, one thing at 
least is certain, namely, that the train ferry, 
which has been suggested as an alternative 
pian, will never materialize. 

It is perfectly true that ferries convey 
trains from Germany to Sweden, and from 
the latter country to Denmark. But the 
Baltic sea and its effluents are practically 
tideless. 

In the narrow straits of Dover the tides 


of the North sea and of the English chan-

nel meet, with the necessary result that 
when each current reaches the top of the 
flow there is a disturbance, even in the ab- 
sence of any wind. 

_ A train ferry service from Dover to Calais 
would be only practicable if rendered abso- 
lutely dependent upon the condition of the 
tide, which is, of course, out of the question. 

When the tide is on the slant, that is, when 
the waters which have met in collision are 
falling away to their respective areas, a 
comfortable and smooth passage may be ob- 
tained. 

I commend this hint to all of my readers 
who may happen to travel across from Dover 
to Calais, if they care to avoid mai de mer. 
Let them consult the conditions of the tide 
and then make their arrangements in ac- 
cordance therewith on the lines which I have 
just indicated.

Prince Boris Galitzin, whose fame as a 
seismologist has extended to this side of 
the Atlantic, and who was over here for 
some weeks a couple of years ago, has just 
been appointed director of the Imperial ob- 
servatory at St. Petersburg in succession to 
Dr. Oscar Backlund. 

A member of the Imperial Academy of 
Sciences of St. Petersburg and of all sorts 
of foreign astronomical and sacientitic so- 
cleties, he belongs to a family that has played 
a notable role in the history of his country. 

In fact the Galitzins might, had they 
willed, be occupying teday the throne of 
Russia. Prince Basil Galitzin was one of 
the four candidates for the Muscovite 
crown in 1610, but like the Troubetzkei of 
his day, voluntarily gave way in favor of 
Michael Romanoff, from whom the present 
czar is descended. 

The Galitsins are descended from Guedi- 
minus, grand prince of Lithuania, who 
flourished in the fourteenth century, and de- 
rive their name from “ galitza,"’ a gauntlet, 
which the immediate ancestor of the fam- 
ily, Michael Bouigakoff, was accustomed al- 
ways to wear on hia right hand, never be- 
ing seen without it. 

It is to Wasili Galitzin that Ruesia really 
owes. the conquest of the Crimea: to Michael 
Galitzin, the acquisition of Finland, and 
to Demetrius Galitzin, the possession of 
Livonia. 

Sergius Galitizin devoted the greater part 
of his immense fortune to the intellectual 
development of his countrymen and to the 
endowment of all sorts of educational and 
scientific institutions. 

Then there was that Prince Galitzin who 
behaved so splendidly as governor general 
of Moscow during the great cholera epidemic, 
giving up his entire salary and allowances 
to the relief of the stricken, and spending 
hia days in visiting the various hospitals.

It is to a Princess Galitzin that the city 
of New York owes the foundation of one of 
its finest educational establishments, name- 
ly, that of the School of the Sacred Heart, 
which she first organized in 1841. She had 
been sent across the Atlantic from Paris 
with a number of ladies of the Urder of the 
Sacred Heart, all of whom were women of 
noble birth. 

Another Prince Galitzin, who was a priest 
of the Roman Catholic church, did a won- 
Gerful amount of work of a missionary and 
charitable character among the poorest 
classes of foreigners around Pittsburgh and 
in the mining districts o Pennsyivenia, 
where his name is to this day held in great 
honor and ewa veneratior, 

Less to be admired was the role of Prince 
Alexander Galitzin, who figured for a time 
in New York society under the guidance of 
the late Mrs. Paran Stevens, and who was 
one of the suitors for the hand of Miss Anna 
Gould. 

Eventually he came to grief financially in 
New York and lent himself to a sale, at 
which the articles disposed: of purportea to 
be his “ ancestral heirlooms,” and master-

“THE SUCCORSSOR™ (@ufiek), Mn 
Pryce’s latest novel, is very high spirited and 
high minded. It deals very delicately with a 
subject which easily could have been made 
indelicate. The OComio Spirit” pervades 
the whole book, which is conceived in a mood 
go heartily humorous that Mr. Pryce does

T is not often that we get the life of a dis- 
tinguished American written by an Eng- 

lishman. There is, therefore, special in- 

terest attached to THE LIF'R OF ROB- 

ERT FULTON,” the great American in- 
ventor, by H. W. Dickinson. Gane.) Mr. 
Dickinson thinks that some excuse ought 
to be offered for adding to the number of bi- 
ographies of Robert Fulton, but none of these 
does he find altogether fair and impartial. 
He thinks that Fulton’s' American biogra- 
phers have credited him with greater achieve- 
ments than the facts warrant, while Eng- 
lish writers have dismissed him as a “ char- 
latan, a filcher of other men’s brains, or even 
as a traitor.” In order to judge between 
these conflicting views he has endeavored 
by research and by the collation of recently 
published materials to get at the really im- 
portant facts about Fulton and his inven- 
tions. Of all men he thinks that Fulton 
should be treated “ without petty national 
feeling,’ as he was so much of a cosmopol- 
nan: Born a British subject in « British 
colony, the seedtime of his life was spent 
in England, the fruiting took place in France, 
and the harvest was reaped in his native 
America. That harvest was the introduc- 
tion of navigation by steam on a commer 
cial basis in the * hemisphese.”' 


Mr. Dickinson e we 
ton as an artist and there are a number of re- 
productions of Fulton’s paintings that prove 
him to have had no inconsiderable talent 
with the brush. There is a portrait of him- 
self reproduced that would be, if one may 
judge by the reproduction, a credit to any 
portrait painter of his time. 

When Fulton was 17 years of age he left his 
native town for Philadelphia, there to seek 
his fortune. He was not the only famous 
man who sought his fortune in the Quaker 
city. Franklin, however, is more associated 
in one’s mind with Philadelphia than was 
Fulton, whose name is more intimately asso- 
ola tod with New York. 

When Fulton decided for art Franklin gave 
him a letter to Benjamin West, another 
Philadelphian, who was president of the 
Royal academy in London. Fulton presented 
his letter when he arrived in London and 
“met with a warm welcome from the Amer- 
ican painter. His peintings must have had 
some merit, as he exhibited them at the 
Royal academy. Ip a letter to his mother 
written from London Fulton writes:

HATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 19.— Former 
United States Congressman Washington 
Gardner of Albion, Mich., today was elect- 
ed commander in chief of the Grand Army 


of the Republic at the final business ses- | 


sion of the ferty-seventh annual encampment. 

Detroit, Mich., earlier in the day was selected 
as the meeting place for the 1911 encampment. 

Other officers elected by the national organ- 
ization were Thomas H. Seward, Guthrie, Okla., 
senior vice commander; William L. Rose, Pitts- 
field, Me., junior vice commander; J. K. Weaver, 
Morristown, Pa., surgeon general, and Horace 
M. Carr, Parsons, Kas., chaplain general.

Here comes the City News bureau say- 
ing that Prof. Cox, maker of weather, asserts 
that when the hot days of summer have grad- 
ually transformed themselves into the »ool,. 
clear days and slightly cooler but not cold 
nights Indian summer is with us.” The vity 
News bureau says the professor declares that 
period is now at hand, although real summer 
officially does not end until 10:46 a, m. on 
Sept. 23.

“Indian summer,” the bureau quotes the pro- 
fessor as saying, “begins variably from about 
the middle of September and lasts sometimes as 
late as the end of October. Some years thera is 
practically no Indian summer at all. The sea- 
sons shift at a step from real summer into late 
fall; but thie year the season seems to have 
begun in earnest.” 

Against this comes George A. Walton, general 
passenger agent of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
a nimrod of the north, who says the professor 
must have been misquoted. 

Indian summer, he asserts, gets its name from 


the fact that the Indians since their existeuce | 
have looked forward to a stretch of balmy 


weather in the late autumn and after the first

There is some principle in the skin of the 
grape which comes out in cooking. and is 
needed for the jellying. It is only grape juice 
made by cooking the whole grape which can 
be used for jelly making, and many a house- 
wife cooks her juice and puts it in Sterile 
bottles.so that she can use it either for mak- 
ing jelly or for drinking, or for sherbet or 
ice cream or syllabub, or any of the unfrozen 
creams. It can be put up without any sugar 
at all, but if not perfectly sterile, and if the 
cans or bottles. are not perfectly airtight, it 
will keep better, though it will need watching. 
if a cup of sugar is used for about five of 
grape juice. 


cooking

Ancient peoples used to do with grape juice 
what our mothers did with cider—boiled it 
down without any sugar. Just as boiled cider 
keeps well, so will the grape juice, uncooked, 
boiled down a half. Boiling down is just a 
process of taking out the water and practically 
doubling the sugar, of which it contains 25 
per cent before boiling and 50 per cent after. 
It is the best sugar to digest that we can have, 
because it is single, Whereas cane sugar is 
double, and must be broken down by the di- 
gestion before it can be taken up by the blood. 

Fresh grape juice so boiled down used to be 


called sapa.“ or any equivalent of grape sirup. 
We may do as the ancient Romans did, eat this 
on our bread, without any sugar being needed. 

“Grape cures” and doctor's prescriptions 
give some of the strong proofs that grapes are 
good food. If you eat half a pound of grapes 
you have given your body 215 units of food or 
fuel, in other words 215 of the calories out of 
the 1,600 or perhaps more which you need for 
your day’s ration. 


Twenty-five per cent of the grape—skin and 
seeds—is refuse. Of the part left, or edible 
portion, 77 per cent is water, and the only 
other material present in any considerable 
quantity is sugar. Remember that it is the best 
sort of sugar, as far as digestion is concerned. 
It is this sugar which is changed to alcohol 
and carbonic gas in the making of wine. 

We hear a great deal about “intestinal in- 
digestion” in these days. That this trouble 
is recognized under this name is a tremen- 
dous advance in a recognition of what harm 
wrong eating does. Grape juice and grape jelly 
are good for this trouble, 

In the farmers’ bulletin No. 170, on “Home 
Manufacture and Use of Unfermented Grape 
Juice,” is a discussion of its food value. There 
is the statement that “It is quite generally 
claimed that using a reasonably large amount 
of unfermented grape juice with an otherwise 
suitably mixed diet, is beneficial, and that di- 
gestion is improved, intestinal fermentation 
diminished. . .”

Brookline, Mass., Sept. 19.—(Special.J— 
There was a feeling of concentrated excite- 
ment in the air when the last day's play in 
the championship began. There was also «@ 
steady, cold rain and touch of raw fog that 
hung about dripping trees while the ground, 
which had so far resisted the weather gal- 
lantly, began to show signs of hard usage. 

The day was depressing when Ray started, 
at 8:45, nor did his play in the beginning have 
any cheering effect. He showed a deplor- 
able preference for trees at the side of the 
grass in the middle of the course, with the 
result that fives and sixes were horribly fre- 
quent. With seven holes played the best Ray 
could hope for was 41 to the turn. This was 
bad, but worse remained behind, as Vardon 
also had two sixes in the first three holes, 
and for the first six holes was one worse than 
Ray. 

However, the clouds began to lift meta- 
phorically, if not actually, for the rain stil] 
came down pitilessly. Vardon got a good 
three at the seventh and a four at the eighth. 
Simultaneously came the news that Ray had 
played the first two home holes, which are 
full of disastrous possibilities, in three and 
four. He was clearly getting into his stride 


at last. 
Ray Comes Home in 88. 

From this point onward he scarcely made 
aslip. Good approaching and putting served 
him well and at the home hole he saved « 
stroke with a lovely little chip from beyond 
the green. As a result he came home in 36, 
with 76 for the round. Hie 225 for three rounds 
was, under the circumstances, a magnificent 
performance. ' 

Vardon, who went out in 41, dropped a 
stroke or two in the first few holes coming 
home, so he had to play faultless golf for the 
last five holes to tie Ray for three rounds. 
This he accomplished, ending in 78, like- 
wise a good performance after a poor be- 
ginning, but not so good as one had hoped 
for. 

It seemed likely that some of the Ameri- 
cans would closé up the gap between them- 
selves and the Englishmen. For a while Me- 
Dermott. although six shots behind Vardon 
the night before, seemed in a fair way to 
catch him. Braving the rain coatless and 
in white flannels he began playing beautiful 
golf. So well was he approaching that every 
putt for three sent one’s heart into one’s 
mouth, but the ball gathered mud on the wet 
greens and would not quite go in. Even 
so McDermott was out in 38. He began 
well coming home and seemed quite likely to 
do 73 or 74. At the fifteenth hole things be- 
gan to’ go wrong, however. A six there and 
a five at the home hole swelled his score to 
77, so that he was still five shots behind Ray 
and Vardon. 

Barnes Slumps at Finish. 

Hardly had McDermott finished when news 
came that Barnes of Tacoma, the mighty 
driver and good player altogether. had only 
to play the last three holes in right figures 
to lead the field. Barnes, with his rather 
long hair and loose, dashing carriage, con- 
veys to British eyes the suggestion of a wild 
west show, but he is in fact an Englishman 
from Cornwall. For fifteen holes he had 
played great golf, but then the situation be- 
came too acute for him, and he took three 
putts cn the sixteenth and seventeenth 
greens. Then at the last hole he took three 
putts to hole out from a range of four feet so 
that the glorious visions of one stroke ah ad 
of Ray and Vardon became a sordid reality 
of three strokes behind. 

Another young American, Hagin, played a 
very fine round, getting within two of tho 
leaders. The greatest excitement, how- 
ever, was reserved for the end of the frst 
round, when that wonderful young 20 year 
old amateur, Oulmet, tied with Vardon and 
Ray for the first place over the three rounds. 
He began so brilliantly that he had the first 
seven holes in 26 shots. Then came two 
serious dieasters in sixes at the eighth and 
ninth.

DELAY LAID TO COLLUSION 


Chicagoan Wants Suits to Recov- 
er Mineral Rights Pushed 
by Government. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—{Special, }]— 
Charging colluston between the department 


of justice and the Southern Pacific railroad, | 


| Representative Charles M. Thomson of Chi- 


cago will introduce a résolution in the house 
on Monday demanding an explanation from 
the attorney general, 

Mr. Thomson will ask the attorney general 
to explain why the department of justice 
has not stopped the construction of oil wells 
on land claimed by the government; why it 
permits dummy oil companies leasing from 
the Southern Pacific to pump oll to the value 
of $250,000 a month from these lands, and 
why the departreent of justice does not pro- 


| ceed with its action to recover all mineral 


lands granted to the Southern Pacific some 
years ago. 

Notice of Mr. Thomson's intention was 
given the attorney general today, and he 
immediately called for all information on 
the case from the attorneys in the public 
lands division. a 


Waiting on Supreme Court? 

Prior to his action a statement was made 
by one of the attorneys of the department 
that the government is not acting on Its 
suit now because a question which is vital 
to its success is pending before the Supreme 
court of the United States. If this questl m 
is decided favorably to them they will pro- 
ceed. Otherwise it would be useless. 

Mr. Thomson's resolution is based on two 
suits now pending in the federal couris. 
One of them, filed more than three years ago 
by private individuals against the Southern 
Pacific, is an attempt to force the railroad 
to reconvey to the government certain min- 
eral and oil lands received from the gov- 
ernment under the provision of the genera! 
land grant. The other is a suit filed by the 
government against the railroad last De- 
cember, which seeks the same end. 


Government Rights Shown. 

Under the terms of the grant of lands to 
the Southern Pacific, according to Mr, Thom- 
son, and also according to the bills of com- 
plaint of the government and other persons, 
if any mineral should ever be discovered in 
the land all of the mineral land should be 
reconveyed to the government. 

Vadluable oil veins were discovered and for 
a long time the government took no action. 
The Southern Pacific leased these lands to 
oil companies, which Mr. Thomson believes 
to be only dummies, and today there are 


many wells operating. More than fifty bor- 
ing Machines are working night and day, 
seven days a week, digging other wells. 
Private individuals, knowing the terms of 
the government grant, settled of some of 


the lands and filed claims to them under the 
mining law. In order to perfect their title 
about three and a half years ago. they 
brought suit against the Southern Pacific to 
compel it to reconvey all the mineral and oil 
lands to the government. 


Suit Was Delayed Two Years. 
At the instance of the department of jus- 
| tiee, acording to Mr. Thomson, this suit was 
delayed two years. Then when the people 
would wait no longer and forced the railroad 
into court, they were suddenly confronted 
by an opinion, given by former Attorney 
Genéral Wickersham to the secretary of the 
interior, stating that the government had 
long ago lost all right to the lands. 

This opinion, unknown to representatives 
of the department of justice then in court 
watching the progress of the case so as to 


protect the government’s interest, resulted in 
a victory for the Southern Pacific, whose 
attorneys were arguing a demurrer to ths 
bill of complaint. 

How the opinion got from the Interior de- 
| partment to the Southern Pacific counsel ne 
one in official circles appears to know. De- 


partment of justice officials declare, how | 


ever, that it was not in reality an opinion, 
but just a notation for the benefit of the 
| pecretary of the interior. 


Case Now in Supreme Court, 

The private individuals, after losing their 
case, appealed to the United States Supreme 
court, where the case is now pending. 

The department of justice on Dec. 20, 1912, 
filed its bill of complaint in the United States 
District court for the southern district, north- 
ern division of California, seeking to have 
the title to approximately 46,000 acres, val- 
ued at close to $50,000,000, adjudged to be in 
the United States, 

Since the filing of the bill no action has 
been taken on it. The oll companies have 
gone on extracting oll, valued conservatively 
at $250,000 a month, according to Mr, Trom- 
gon, and they have continued boring for more 
wells. There are approximately 160 wells 
now in operation. 

“Tf the attorneys representing the policy 
of the government,” said Mr. Thomson to- 
day, wanted to handle the case 80 as to give 
the Southern Pacific all the chance in the 
world to milk the land dry of oll they would 
only needed to have handled it as they have 
up to now.“

Residents in Interlor Move to 
Higher Levels as Flooding 
Time Arrives. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—With the 
opening of the Panama canal from the Mira- 
flores locks to the Pacific ocean communica- 
tion also is being established on the Atlantic 
side between the great Gatun locks and the 
sea. 

This has followed the removal of the rall- 
road trestle between the locks and the ocean. 

To make the opening navigable about 187,- 
000 yards of earth in the railroad dike must 
be removed and two pipe line suction 
dredges are engaged in the work which should 
be completed by Oct. L 


Gamboa Dike Last Barrier. 
When the work is completed there will re- 
main only one obstruction to free communi- 
cation in the whole length of the canal—the 
dike at Gamboa which restrains the waters 
of Gatun lake from flowing into Culebra cut. 
Details of how denizens of the jungles and 
inhabitants of small towns in the interior of 
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the Isthmus of Panama were driven out of 
their homes by the rising waters of Gatum 
lake as the canal approaches completion 
were told in a dispatch received here today. 


Canal Drives Out Residents, 

In the last eighteen months 70 per cent of 
the population has been moved out of the 
area to be flooded. Some went entirely out of 
the lake watershed upon being notified; 
others had to be taken out when the rising 
waters were almost at their doors; many 
disappeared in higher levels with the track- 
less silence of wood creatures, and others 
moved in bodies, forming new settlements 
and preserving the communal life of the old 
villages. 

In one case 850 persons were collected and 
moved by rail and water a distance of sixty 
miles and set down upon a4 town site arranged 
for them. The government of Panama is 
selling these people building material and 
food at cost and has even supplied a school

New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.)—It was a com- 
mon remark that the stock market today was a 
hard one to read. Even experienced observers pro- 
fessed that they could make little out of the erratic 
fluctuations. The many cross currents pussied the 
shrewder traders and as a result outside business 
was probably very small. 

Reading, Union, and Steel common contributed 
55 per cent of the total dealings and the extremely 
erratic movements of these leading shares discour- 
aged speculative ventures. Apparently the stock 
market during the last day or so has more or less 
reached an equilibrium, At least with the excep- 
tion of Reading and Lehigh Valley, prices have 
neither lost ground nor made much headway in the 
present week. In this time the market cannot be 
said to have declined easily and on rallies it has re- 
covered sharply. 

Tt is interesting, too, that dealings in the last 
few days have been very active as compared with 
the markets of June, July, and August. Neverthe- 
lesa, excepting the two coalers mentioned, prices 
of the leading shares left off today only slightly 

from the close on Monday. Steel has

The demand for bonds is not quite so eager as ft 
was.
